Ottawa, Feb. 1 Whe government, 
acting on a suggestion made in the 
Senate last week, that Canada might 
appropriately offer assistance to the 
{flood sufferers in Paris, thas cabled 
to the Canadian . Commissioner ai 
Paris, Mr. Fabre, requesting him ‘to 
ascertain if any proffered assistance 
irom ‘Canada would be accept=ble ito 
the French government. No reply thas 
yet been received, but if no objection 
is taken in France, on the score of 
national dignity, to receiving a cash 
contribution from Canada in aid of 
vhe floods, it is probable the govern- 
ment will ask Parliament to make a 
substantial grant to thelp meet the 
loss sutained. ‘

The criminal case Rex vs. 
was tried before; Judge 
terday afternoon in’the district court. 
KE. -B. Cogswell appeared for 
Crown and R. ‘T. 
fence. ‘The cowrt room was crowded 
to the door with onlookers cager to 
get a view of the yong highwayman. 
The charge of “being disguised by 
night without lawful excuse was then 
read and the prisoner pleaded guilty. 

The evidence as given by J. F. John- 
son before Inspector Worsley at the 
Barracks yesterday morning was read 
over by Judge Taylor, and counsel for 
the defence was then called. Mr. 
Newell asked ‘that Webber, though 
guilty of a serious offence, should be 
leniently dealt with. He asked that 
Judge Taylor should consider the pri- 
soner's youth, and in pronouncing sen- 
tence, send thim to the Industrial 
School where he would leann a trade, 
rather than to the penitentiary. where 
he would learn nothing but crime. 
Webber had been brought ‘ip in a 
good home but had always been a 
wayward youth and was. completely 
estranged from all, home influences. 

Mr. Cogswell reminded the judge 
that there was a previous charge of 
stealing coyote skins, but it was de- 
cided to leave ‘this out of the reckon- 
ing. : 

Judge! Taylor, in. summing up, im: 
pressed upon the prisoner the serious- 
ness of this offence.» He’ said he was 
always reluctant to send young men 
to prison where the influence is bad. 
The law provides an Industrial School 
at Portage la Prairie for wayward 
young ‘men. Judge Taylor’ then told 
the: prisoner that though the law pno+

vided for a sentence of five years in’ 


the’ penitentiary for this crime, he 
would sentence Irim to three years in 
the Industrial School.

MOST OF THE MINERS ARE DEAD 


A Mad Struggle to Escape Through Partly ‘Cli Air Skaft—The En- 


tire Mine Wrecked—Main Shaft Caves in 


Trinidad, Gol., eb. 1A terrific 
explosion occurred at ihe Primero 
coal mines shortly after four o’clock 
yesterday afternoon. Three miners 
were killed jowtright and 150 others are 
believed to be dead in the mine. The 
150 men were entombed by the ex- 
plosion, while ‘at work, and there 
seems hardly a chance that any off 
them escaped, although it is possible 
that a few may have gotten out on 
the other side of the mountain. 

The Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany, which owns and operates the 
property, refuses to give out any in- 
formation’ regarding ‘the explosion, 
claiming ‘that both its telephone and 
telegraph wires to Primero are down. 
It is believed ‘that the company ipur- 
posely removed the telephone appar- 
atus at 'the mines so that no news of 
the accident might Jeak out without 
being censored. 

The Colorado Fuel and Inon Com- 
pany at 5.30 ordered a special train 
made up.and rushed to the coal camp. 
Doctors and nurses (eft on this train 
with a large supply iof medical sup- 
plies. The men who were killed were 
near the mouth of the mine when the 
explosion ‘took ‘place. ; : 
‘Mhe. explosion was théard for ten 

miles “anid © many thought an earth- 
quake had occurred.” The mine is lo- 
cated 24 miles northwest of Tnini- 
dad, } : 

‘Three years ago a disastrous ex- 
plosion took ‘place in the same pro- 
perty in which 21 miners were killed 
and many injured... . 

Because of the refusal of the Cotor- {4 
ado Fuel arid Inon (Company officials 
to give out any information, the news- 
papers were forced to hire automo- 
biles and send men to the scene of 
‘the disaster. ‘They cannot get there 
before one or two o'clock tonight. 

Primero, Colo. Feb. ‘1.—Fighting 
madly to ‘eseape ‘through the narrow 
partly-choked airshaft, trampling over 
fallen comrades in their struggle for 
life, more than, half of the 149 miners 
employed in the Primero mine of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron ‘Company 
wrecked by an explosion yesterday 
afternoon were overcome by gas and 
fire. Their bodies were found in 


heaps about the bottom of the air- | 


shaft, where they had fallen in a des- 
perate struggle. ©One ‘hundred and 
forty-nine men are known to fhave 
been in the mine when the explosion 
jccurred. It is said shat 79 are dead, 
One has been: rescued alive, but dan- 
gerously injured. . Their bodies are 
torn and charred beyond recognition. 
It has been impossible to identify the 
dead. Early this »morning ‘twenty- 
four bodies had been brought to the 
surface and rescue parties equipped 
with oxygen ‘helmets are’ still search- 
ing ‘the ruined “works. 
THe ‘Explosion. ‘ 
‘The ‘explosion occurred at 6.30 
o’clock. With:a roar and a belch of 
flame, the main’ shaft crumpled, block- 
ing the entrance to the mine, Both 
the fans with which ithe property was 
equipped: were\ shattered,’ and it was 
not until three hours later that the 
fans were repaired and= the rescue 
party, headed by ‘General. Supt. J. F. 
Thompson, was able to. descend tthe 
airshaft. . They. discovered three 
bodies before they were forced to re- 
turn ‘to. the isurface. Five men, one 
of them a hundred yards’ away, were 
killed at sthe ‘entrance ito the: main 
shaft by the concussion,” Réscue par- 
ties were hurried'4o Primero from 
Trinidad, Segunda; Starkville, Sopris 
and Cokeville:‘and worked.desperately 
%o open the*main shaft. It ’sé@on ‘be- 
came evident, however, that the-shaft 
was ‘hopelessly caved in and another 
rescue party descended ‘the air’ shaft. 
Shortly before two o’clock this morn- 
ing Superintendent Thompson, who 
was directing the fesctie work, was 
overcome by gas and taken to the sur- 
face. ‘He soon recovered and again 
went below. Diona Nardino, one man 
rescued alive; was found beneath a 
mass of earth and timbers.» He de- 
clared that he crawied over scores of 
bodies-after the explosion and saw no 
one not dnjured. The rescuers say 
that the entire mine is wrecked and 
that it is almost impossible that any 
of the entombed miners are still alive. 
The first which followed the explo- 
sion was confined closely to tthe work- 
ings near the main shaft and soon 
burned itself out.

‘In each case 
the child was adopted because the 
foster parents were longing for the 
brightness and love that ‘they knew 
a child brings into a heme, and that I 
take it, augurs well for the future of 
the little ones consigned to ‘their 
keeping. { z

The one condition that the Exhibi- 
jon executive imposes is that the city 
extend ithe street railway ‘to ‘the 
grounds.

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PERILOUS TRIP 
TO DAWSON 
Bishop Stringer Sends Particulars of 


That by Way of the Macken- 


zie Basin 


HARDSHIPS ENCOUNTERED 


By the Missionary Prelate Who Started 
From Edmonton Last) Summer for 
Tar North 
Mrs. Stringer, wife of Right Rev. 1. 
J. O. Stringer, bishop of he Yukon, 


has received a letter from her husband 
mailed from Dawson City on Decem- 
ber 24. He was then in the best of 
health after the harrowing experiences 
which he passed throtgh while miss- 
ing in the Arctic regions, when he 
was reduced to the necessity of liv- 
jng on stewed mocassins and mucka- 


lucks. 

Mrs. Stringer is at present visit- 
ing her carly home in Kincardine, 
Ont. 

“Nation Road House, 50 miles: below 
Kagle, Dec. 15, 1909. 

“After the steamer left Peel river 
in July, Whittaker, Johnson and 1 
started for the coast in a whaleboat. 
We made a quick trip to Kittygags- 
yooit—three sleeps and spent a week 
there—and a few days at Okpoyoyoo- 
echink and other places along the 
coast, and then made a quick trip to 
Peel river. The (skimos all along 
gave us a hearty welcome and we had 
a most encouraging visit. I have 
never experienced anything like it— 
all practically were most anxious to 
be taught and many requested to be 
baptized. After careful examination 


. and instruction we baptized nine per- 


sons in all and -married several cou- 
ples. Many others wish to be baptiz- 
ed next summer, We tried to be very 
careful. Thus we saw really the first 
fruits of our work. My heart was fill- 
ed with gratitude. ‘I‘he power of God, 
the Holy Spirit, was plainly manifest. 
How different from our first years of 
work! 
Provisions Run Short 

“Mr. Johnson and I left Peel river 
Sep. 1 for the Porcupine, via Rat 
river. ‘Enoch wanted to go to Fort 


-Yukon, so I took him and Joseph Vit- 


irekkwe. Mr. Fry also went to the 
Divide, On ‘Rat river, Enoch was 
taken ill, and I had to take him back 
to the mouth of the Husky river and 
sent him up with some boys to the 
fort. Then I got Edward Stachinli and 
David (a boy) to go back with us and 
we went as fast as we could, working 
hard, for IEnoch’s illness delayed us a 
week, Our provisions were getting 
short also, but we caught some trout 
on Rat river, and thought we had 
enough to get through to Rampart 
house. The water was low on Rat 
river, and we had to portage a great 
deal, At last we reached Toon Lake 
at the Divide, Sept. 20. Then Try and 
Edward and David and Joseph went 
back in our Peterboro canoe. We 
found the water very low onthe small 
rivers leading to Bell river, and it 
took us two days and one-half instead 
of one day to reach Bell river. Then 
on the Bell the water was low and a 
snow storm came and the ice began to 
form. On Sept. 23 and 24 we worked 
throuch ice until we were tired out 
and had to give up. We had to leave 
the canoe in the woods and on Sept. 
26 we started with packs on our backs 
and tried for two days to get to La 
Pierres house, but between snow and 
water and ice we made slow progress. 
Then there were three routes open to 
us. Tirst, back by Rat river to 
Peel, which was too far; second, on 
to the Porcupine, but we were not 
sure of finding anyone there; third, 
over the mountains to McPherson, A‘f- 
ter much prayer and consideration we 
chose the last as the best. We had 
then about four days’ provisions, but 
we hoped to get something on the way 
and thus to last out for about cight or 
ten days, which we thought would be 
the outside limit to reach Peel river. 
We started up the Chute or Trail 
tiver Sept. 28. I shall not begin to 
tell you our experiences for the next 
three weeks or more before we reach- 
ed Peel river. 
Thirst and Hunger 

(At first we shot « few grouse and 
ducks ‘till our ammunition ran out. 
We took the wrong river crossing tthe 
Divide | and spent four, days trying 
to cross an almost impassible range 
of mountains without fire sometimes, 
and suffering with thirst as well as 
hunger. Tawo elements aere against 
us—the deep snow and the dense fog. 
If it had not been for the fog we 
would have crossed here, as we had 
a compass, but we could not see 
Where the passes were and over and 
Over again came to precipices or steep 
cliffs and had to try some other di- 


rection round, ‘hen we had to get 
dawn off the mountains, and got back 
to. the river where we came from, 
and spent threedays cutting up moc- 
casins for lacing, living in Whe 
meantime on some red squirrels which 
Mr. Johnson shot right at our camp. 
Our food supply was very low then, 
but we always kept a litthe in reserve, 
and ate a little every day. ‘When we 
got the snowshoes finished we start- 
ed by another valley and thought it 
would be only a few days across the 
mountains. But the fog again be- 
fogged us, and besides, wt were get- 
ting pretty weak, and it took us 11 
days more before we reached an In- 
dian camp on Peel river twenty miles 
above the fort. We crossed several 
ranges of mountains and travelled a 
long distance, getting into a valley 
that led to a river, which finally came 
out near William Vittrekhwa’s camp, 
20 miles above the Fort. We were 
prevty weak by that time.. Some “days 
we made only a few miles, when we 
found it impossible to go further, we 
were so weak, and had to camp. ach 
day we had something to eat, but for 
over a full month we never ‘had a full 
meal, and for three weeks ate very 
little, sometimes only a mouthful at 
a meal.’ About four days’ provisions 
was all we had ‘when we Ieft the 
canoe and we got a few grouse and 
at first a few ducks, and I shot one 
otter, which we ate. We got sonve ber- 
ries also at first, but when we got 
into the mountains ‘there were none 
to be had. y 
Boiled Their Moccasins 

The few pounds of provisions we 
had we saved as much as possible— 
sometimes when we shot a grouse or 
red squirrel we made soup, putting in 
a spoonful of flour and a ‘tiny bit of 
bacon, not a bit was wasted. ‘Every 
day we had a little something, but 
sometimes a meal_consisted of a leg 
of grouse or a piece of chocolate an 
inch square or one. spoonful of grape- 
nut, as I happened to haye about a 
half a pound of chocolates and a little 
grape-nuts—part of a package I sav- 
ed up for the last.’ How we wished 
we had a little more of these luxuries 
which we now turned into necessities. 
All through we had a sense of God's 
protection—over and over again we 
were encouraged by getting some- 
thing extra to eat. One evening, we 
were making camp when Mr. Johnson 
heard a spruce grouse in the tree 
above 'the camp and shot it right there 
—our supper. The next morning I 
shot another. near the same place for 
breakfast—and_ so ‘on, on other occa- 
sions. We got berries at several 
places. “Ne boiled our moccasins and 
masinker boots, and these latter real- 
ly saver our lives during ‘the last few 
days. We had a few strips’of masin- 
ker boots left when we reached the 
Indian camp. The Indians did not 
know us at first we lad changed so 
much. We dad each lost 50. pounds. 

The Indians ‘had plenty of dish and 
rabbits,. and we soon began eating. 
Then Jimiand William Firth and John 
Stewart arrived an hour or so after- 
wards and we had another feast of 
bannock and tea and sugar, The In- 
dians made. up two carioles and drovg 
us down to the fort. Mr. and Mrs. 
Whittaker and Mr. Foy could scarce- 
ly believe their eyes. We caused a 
little sensation by our return, 

Well, you can imagine how thank- 
ful we were to get back safely where 
there was food and shelter. Dhe one 
thing that made us unhappy! was that 
you and Mrs. Johnson and others 
might worry about us when we did 
not turn up by the first of Octobe. 
But. this feeling ‘wore off when it 
meant a matter of life and death, 
and day after day we wondered how 
long we would last — whether you 
would ever hear from us, You can 
imagine we were much in prayer, and 
over and over again we re-consécrated 
ourselves to the Master’s service if 
our lives were spared—and our lives 
were spared, and I want you all to 
join in thanksgiving. . . Mr. John- 
son remained at Peel river. I stayed 
there two weeks to gain strength, and 
then started> out with a dog team. 

. IT went from Rampart House with 
two Indians—we made the trip of 200 
miles in five ‘and a thalf days—the last 
day we went over 60 miles. Stayed at 
Tort Yukon over Sunday and reached 
Circle—So miles—on the third day, 
and then sent you the telegram.

The wheat market seems still dif- 
ficult to forecast, but it bears no im- 
mediate sign iof any great upward ten- 
dency, and deficits in ‘the svorld’s sup- 
ply are not so apparent as last year. 
If the crops this year are good the 
probability is that wheat: will not be 
as high in price-in the fall of 1910 as it 
was in 1909. No. 1 Northern on Mon- 
day was 103; 102% the Monday pre- 
vious. : 

Oats are firm for cash stuff but on- 
ly steady ‘for future delivery. ‘Wilnni- 
peg prices last week were; No. 2 
Canadian Western, 37c; Futures, No. 
3, January, 3674; May 387%; July 30%. 
May is quoted at 106 7%. Flax is still 
high and there is some demand_ for 
barley ‘which is quoted in Winnipeg 
for cash, No. 3, 481%; No. 4, 46; re- 
jected, 43%. uy 

In regard to live stock, the ‘Toronto 
Weekly Sun, probably the best au- 
thority on this says: 

While ‘the live stock market in the 
United States has been in a booming 
condition for some months past this 
interest seems at the present to be be- 
tweeirthe devil and thd deep sea. On 
the one hand the price of corn showsa 
tendency towards steady increase, and 
in parts of the United States there is 
something approaching a famine in 
the matter of hay. On'the other hand, 
a well organized campaign by con- 
sumers, backed by. official support, is 
being carried on for ‘the :purpose of de- 
pressing the price of meats—prices 
which consumers consider altogether 
beyond reason: In Ohio a commitice 
of the legislature, which has been in- 
vestigating this matter, urges the five 
million people of the state to refrain 
from cating meat for two months asa 
means ‘of breaking down prices. In 
Pittsburg, Pa, a boycott went into 
effect today under which 125,cco men, 
representing 600,000 persons, have 
pledged themselves ‘ta refrain from 
meat cating for thi days, and asva 
direct result a drop of qoc to 50¢ per 
cwt in the price of cattle yhas already 
‘occurred in) Pittsburg. 


The real cattse of the grievance of 
which consumers complain, is not, 
thowever found in ‘the prices which 
farmers are receiving. (Ihe cause is 
found in the mumber of addiions 
made to the price of meat between 
thetime it leaves the producers’ farm 
on the hoof, and the time jit reaches 
the consumers’ tables ready for con- 
sumption, As the Sun thas pointed 
owt over and over again the cost of 
distribution under the present system, 
where a dozen butchers and grocers 
are scrambling over a territory which 
could be covered by one, and where 
the cost of calling for and delivering 
orders has to be met is the great evil. | 
Onc of the greatest benefactions of 
the century might be conferred upon 
the masses by one who could de- 
vise a practicable scheme for eliminat- 
ing all unnecessary cost along this 
line. If that were done the producer 
would receive no less price than now, 
possibly he would reccive more, while 
the consumer would pay a great deal 
less ‘than he is paying today. 


No matter how the present boycott 
may turn out, however, it seems that 
the prices of live stock are bound to 
remain at a high level for at least 
six months to come. ‘This statement 
is based not only on ‘the present short- 
aage of meats in the United States, a 
shortage which becomes _ relatively 
greater in’ view of the active indus- 
trial, conditions that.are creating a 
large demand for foodstuffs, but it is 
also based in part on conditions at 
present existing in Montana, Wyom- 
ing and other parts of the west. Not 
very mutch has been said so far in re- 
gard to these conditions, but it seems 
quite clear that the destruction of cat-

tle and sheep on the ranches of the 
west, as a result of recent blizzards, 
will be proportionate to that which 
occurred in the Canadian west some 
few years ago, when nearly half the 
cattle on many ranches were destroy- 
ed. So great is the scarcity in sup- 
ply even now ‘that half-fat Western 
lambs were selling at $8 in Chicago 
last week—lambs such as were sold by 
the thousand a year ago at $6.75 for 
feeders, 

Notwithstanding the fact that :re- 
ceipts of hogs were a little light, in 
Toronto Jast week, prices are down a 
shade today. Gunns’ quoting at $8.25 
on board cars at average country 
points, $8.50 for hogs fed and watered 
after delivery in ‘Toronto, and $8.75 
off cars in Toronto.

WINS ALIMONY. 

Mary Pfeifer was granted an ali- 
mony order-of i$t5 per month ffor 
seven months dnd $50 costs by Mr.

Mr. Kyte’s resolution ‘was introduc- 
ed yesterday, “that in the opinion of 
this House the Maritime provinces of 
Canada should have preserved to them 
the representation in the House of 
Commons‘that’they nowenjoy. That 
in the redistribution of constituencies 
to be made after the next decennial 
census the number of representatives 
to be returned ‘from the said provinces |. 
should not in any ¢ase be. reduced.” 
In opening Mr. Kyte noted that a legal 
case raised on the subject some years 
ago had gone to the Privy Council, 
and had there; on technical, grounds, 
been decided in a manner adverse to 
the claims of the Maritime Provinces. 
He appealed to parliament’ as the high 
court of equity, on consideration of 
equity and moral rights, the Maritime 
Provinces were entitled to some con- 
sideration. 

It is a principle that prevails in con- 
federation in other countries that the 
constituent provinces shall be _ safe- 
guarded while in the United Kingdom 
it seems a principle thatthe farther 
removed a constituency is from the 
seat of government the more gener- 
ous in the scale of representation. In 
England and Wales there is one mem- 
ber for every 100,000 voters, in Scot- 
land one ‘for §,§00, in‘Ireland one for 
every 7,000. 

Mr. Turriff Opposes 

Mr. Turriff opposed the resolution 
absolutely. The fathers of Confedera- 
tion must have foreseen that one prov- 
ince or another must rise or decline 
in population. The basis of confed- 
eration was that in the House of Com- 
mons all provinces should stand on 
an equal footing as to population. 
The smaller provinces were protected 
in the,Senate. Mr. Turriff, went on 
to say that Quebec was justly jealous 
of her position in Confederation. 
Would she like to have her propor- 
tionate representation cut down. 

Mr. Daniel noted that Quebec had 
more territory to-day. Mr. Turriff re- 
plied that the population of the ndded 
territory should not be counted in cal- 
culating the unit of representation. 

The proposal of the resolution 
would put the west in a degraded and 
inferior position. If it were pressed 
it would sow the seeds of discord and 
would start a movement for the dis-
